Report of Select Committee on^raw- 
backs Ordinance* , 

Your Select Gommitteo beg to report thai 
they bave oarefully conaldored the provisions 
ot the " Drawbacks Ordinaace." 

The' measare Eidvdoates three priaoiples, Isl 
— The extensloa of the prlvUeKes of our/|)«« 
port Laws to all Vessels of Ten TpuB an'd^np'-. 
wairds |:.^QdrT;Tbe adoption ..of.i.a lajtUim^ of 
Drawbacks In the nature of a Retnrn of Oas- 
loms Datios to Exporters of Qoods wbo bare 
paid ttio usual Import Dues thereoQ ; and 
lastly — Tho abaDdonmeDt of tho present tjs- 
tern of Cerlifioates. 

Your Oommittoo are of opinion, and the 
weight of oTidonca tends to shew, that a 
groat improvement in trade, woald follow '.the 
removnl of the reatrlotions at present imposed 
upon it. 

By tho 117th Section of tbe Customs Act of 
1853, vessels under 00 tons burden are pre- 
cluded from engaging in our Export Trade, 
though 'tta proportions bave, etnoe the Union 
of tbe Oolonieji, been seriously Gontraoled.

This 
reqnlrement shoald be dispensed with, as the 
Ovidenoe taken, on tbe ; subject shows, .thai It 
tends to hamper trade to a seriona axtenl. 

Witb reference to 'tiie second principle of 
tbe Ordinance, your Oommlttee believe tbat 
tbe proposed system of Drawbacks will, if 
adopted, materially revive and increase onr 
Foreign Export business, by enabling onr 
Morcbantg to sell to tbo Foreign oonaamer at 
prices which will giro them manifest advan- 
tagoa over other competitors. 

Tbe provisions of tho Ordinance should, in 
tbe opinion of your Oommiltoe, be extended 
to all classes of merchandize, except wines, 
spirits, and liquors, 

Vour Committee are further of opinion that 
tbe syst'Sm or scheme o( requiring snretits, as 
proposed in' the -Ordinance, ii impraotlcable,' 
and contrary to sound bailnesa principles. 
In other matters of detail' tbe Ordinanee ren 
qaires,, amendments, and .al^erationsi, iirUeb 
year Oommittco aire' prepiared 'to anbmlt Yor 
tbe consideration of ibis Oonncil.

Hota..-b«Vie'^tli'onght the beariogii^'^r't^ 
bill had not saffieiently oecupied tbe atten- 
tion of tbe House; its provisions made the 
possession of game prima facu evidence of a 
desire to sell or batter tbe same; this would 
canae a great deal of diflioulty, particularly 
ia view of recant disoovaries at Leaoh River, 
by which men working in that quarter would 
be prevented from obiainlcg tbe necessary 
animal food to sustain them at their work, 
as meat ooald not be carried from tha settled 
localities quick enough to prevent it spoiling. 
Tbe same inoonvenience would ariee to per- 
sons goiog out on baiineea, or on excursions, 
if they were not within the reach of a 
mariiet. What would they do at Salt Spring

Hon Robson — The objection raised by the 
hon'-'membar -bad some ' weight, but be 
woald rather vote for tbe bill as it was than 
loao it altogotbar. 

Hon Drake — The hon member a view of 
tbe clauaawas extreme, tbe law would not 
be pot in lores in cases saob as ho mentioned. 

lion Crease concurred with tbe lust 
speaker and supported the third reading. 

Hon Carrall-T-Tbe*' remarks o( the boo 
membors for Yiotorla District carry with 
hem the idea that the gentlemen administer- 
ing tha law were lacking in jadgaiooi; overy 
aw would boar straining iu tha same way. 
If some such low was not enacted the game 
would bo cxlormlGatad aod tbe starvation 
snjRested by the boo member would really 
take plaoo. 

Hoc Alston supported tbo bill as it stood.

THB SirrBXUB OOITRTS BILL. 

Hon Crease explained the piovislons of 

tbe bill. 

Hon Drake would raova an noiendraent. 
Alter tho protracted diaousslous which bud 
taken plaoo relative to tha Supreme Courts, 
and Iho oonseqaoat knowledge of the feelings 
|of the House on thesnbjecl, be was sup ised 
that a measure like the present should be 
broDght forwsrd in the present disgraoolul 
state of tbmgs in tbi* colony. VVnai waa 
reqaired was ooaourrod jurisdiction; they 
were met at the outset by being told they 
should have no Court of Appeal. The 
Attorney General was evidently atbamad to 
brlDg lo Ibi Ordioancs) ha btd juat atnnblod 



required. If tbo House had power to deal 
with tbe judiciary he was sorry to see such 
an Ordinance broncht in. instead of such a 
measure as the exigoncies rrqnirod. The 
OrdinaDoo waa perfectly . impraotjoable tor 
the pnrpoae; ho would m'ove that if be' read 
that day six months. 

. HoO' Ring' — The effect of passing suoh (» 
bill vra's to ooDtinua during the life of one of 
the occupants of tho judicial seats, the pre- 
^sent disgraceful order of things, tbe ono por< 
tion of tbe colony having a d'Qerent juris- 
diction from the other. It was tolling them 
in staling that it had been sent oat from tho 
Home Government; it bad been sentjo thom 
by their Commander'in-'Cbiof ; the'Ooloniul 
OfRce was not the Governor of this colony ; 
the bill had only been suggested by Her 
Majesty's advisors, and we bad a right to 
express our own opinion. It was possible 
that misstatements may have iofluencod the 
Colonial Office, as he was snre if they had 
kaowo that we had two Conrts of law, tha 
one oooiiicting with the other, such a bill 
would never have been sent out. Tbe bill 
would have tbo elleot of re>openIng proceed^ 
ings in tbe suits that have oansed so inuoh 
public disBatistaotioo, and heaven knows 
where they will end. 'I'ha only appeal was 
to England, and in aroseing half the world 
they would spend more money than ono third 
tha income of this colony. No man's life or 
property wore safe whon left to tho disposal 
ofcoe man. When the interests of the 
oolonv were at slake, private interests mast 
give way. 

Hen Robson moved as an amendment 
that tbe bill be referred to a select committeo 
in order that it be roconstruciod in accord- 
ance with the 8ugi;o:itions of tho hon. junior 
member for Viutoria, and that an hnrable adn 
dress bo sent tn hor Majosiy praying that one 
Supreme Coort be established, and that one 
of the Judges be provided for elsewhere. 
When during two conseontivo sessions tbe 
same bill bad been brcagbt before that 
House, it was time that every free man 
should assert bis manhood in oppcsiiion. Id 
the faco of tbo fact that our griovanccs had 
been made known to the Governor and lo her 
Majaaty'a Goveromenl, the sanio bill ia 
brought forward again after being rejected 
by that House. Hon members asked for con' 
current jurisdiction aod a Court oi Appeal 
If in accordance with that bill the two judges 
' when sitting together were of contrary opin- 
ions, who wonId act aa umpire ? They ought 
to have a Court of Appeal, and tboy must 
have ono. There was a worm gnawing at 
the root of justico in his colony, atid it must 
be eradicated. With due respect to tbe 
Home Government and to our'own Ooirern- 
meat, let lake a stand that we will not 
pass tbii bill. If it was allowed to pass 
would establish the evil in this colony for 
ever. Government members had,nodoubl, 
been well instructed to cast a Government 
vole, and they wore quite right in doing so; 
he Irnew the hearts of the Goveroor and 
lbs Qoverooieot members were with tbjam. 1 
Hon Trutch opposed the amendment, and 
he did so not because he believed that it was 
in consonance with what his Excellenoy had 
Ihoughi best under preaent oircamstanoes. 
Not that the bill waa what wo desire at this 
moment, but because it was tbe best prau< 
ti|Bl solationoLlha.djSioallies.that theoolooy 
.lIDSra'^Saaer. and would bring about a Battle- 
ment of tha jurisdiction of the two Sapteme 
Courtsi He did not aee the object of running 
madly at a concluiion when we had not the 
power lo achieve ilj VVe had two Chief Jus- 
licas, and aa long as that state of things ex- 
isted it seemed impossible to his mind that 
we oocld do anything better nntil wo got rid 
of one or other of them. All that had baen 
said that day hlid been said last year, and at 
that time they bad thought it expedient to 
discard tbe advice bo had then oHered, and 
had passed the bill which was not aaaented to. 
Ho udviaed gentlemen to paas this bill ; had 
ho thought that any other course was open to 
them he would have adviaeJ it. lie hoped, 
however* tbat'one of tho Chief Justices would 
be removed. If gentlemen determined on opn 
position they must take the responsibility ol 
deferring the measure, as such responsibility 
would not real with Government members. 

Hon Walkem waa glad when he hoard tbe 
speeolj raado by the hon introducer of the 
bill, who had used the strongest argumorts 
in bis power in ita favor. It tha hon. Chief 
Commissioner bad recollected what he had 
said last year he would not have spoken as 
ho bad done. The bill then passed waa car- 
ried by a very largo majority. Tho preaent 
bill did not moot with tho requireraenta ol 
the colony except in ono respoct — it legalised 
tho prooaodings taken in either colony where 
there had proriously been no jurisdiotion. 
They oonId understand how lame the measure 
waa when it waa found necessary to introduce 
two clausoj nhioh bore on tbeir faoe ille- 
gality, no it strictly confined the different 
courts to Boparato jurisdictions tho some as 
baforo Iho Union. I hero was no solution of 
cslBting diffioulties ; in passing tho present 
bill they only perpoiuatod the misobiet'. The 
bill was not worth tho pnper it was written 
on so far as the public interests weie oon< 
earned. 

Hon Wood would only romark in reply lo 
the words of tho hon Chief Commiaaioner, 
who said that the passing ol this bill would 
speedily lead to the accomplishmoot of what 
waa required. Would not the document bear 
on ita faoe the staiomcnt ibat it had been 
passed with tho adrioa and consent of tbe 
Legialative CoanoilV If ho oonid think that 
it would not be taken as an expression of 
their opinions— that tho Council could noi 
become pariiea to the measure — ho tniglil be 
induced to coascnt lo eueh a presoiit aacrifice 
of opinion ; but when they were asked to pass 
a bill against which they had the greatest 
poaaiblo objeotion^ they ooald not take that 
view ol the matter.os tbe Legislative Council 
can hardly see that the Act does anythmg 
except leaving mattors na they arc. lluw 
could wo ask ihc Colonial Oftioo to aasisl us 
in undoing what wa havo dono, parlootly 
aware of our having dono so improperly ? 
Thoy would not do it. Wo havo to consider 
whether tho Homo Uoverament was prepared 
to relieve us of one of tbe two Chief Justices, 
as only those appoiotmeots Id intemperate 
climates offered any advanco in emolument, 
and gentlemea ol attainments could not be 
expected to faco such conditions, particularly 
wben tboy hud mudo their homes amongst us. 
It would uot ho lair to other colonies suoh aa 
oor own to ask them to accept ol gentlemen 
who bad been; rejected here;. Hon mcmbara 
must consider wheibor tr'e should be jusiiQcd 
in delivering ourselves over bound hood anJ 
foot into the bands of tbo Colonial Olfio'^. 
Ha doubted voiy nmob, with the uxporionco 
they had had, if it would bo advisable. Tno 
Bufest course would bo to frame an Ordinaoco 
in acoordaoce with ihe roeolutions they bad 
adopted, and be did not think it would out- 
rage tbe feelings of tbe authorities at home ; 
ho thouijht it wsa the onlyo-jurse, unless they 
desired ii) stultify thunnolvos, Thoro was no 
injury iulsoded lo eiihur of the guotlomen 
wtio now oconpied the Judioiol seats ol (his 
oolong ; hm it noafd have the affnai of ren-

Hon Carrail thought it was in bad taste for 
tbe Government to bring, in tbe bill, by tbo 
back door. .' When tbe^^measore was pro* 
sented last jeariitjlballed forth tbe almost 
unaoimoos disgust of (be whole Assembly. 
The Bill secured no Appeal, in fact it was 
perfectly ridieulous. It was unjuit to allow 
of acts such 01 those recounted in that Coun- 
cil to bo perpetrated in tho Colony. He was 
sorry the Chief Cummissioner bad uot b> :u 
he was forced to vote ic favor ol the Blii, as 
that would have absolved him from blaii^'e. 
After ttie protracted discussion that bad 
taken place in that House, it was very cool 
to aek them to vole for inch a Bill in order 
to throw a legal gaib over tbe present state 
of things. Ha advocated, utiliaiog, the 
judges aa we had thefflf bat BeotraliBe tbeiir 
power for mischief. - , 

Hon Alston — After what they had beard 
of the acts imputed to tbe judges, all doubts 
should bo set at rest. He believed the 
Council could not alter the jurisdiotion at 
least of tho Court of Vancouver Island ; he 
believed tbo judges would pay attention to 
an Ordioanc* emanating from tbo Home 
Government and might not dosowitban 
Ordinance on the authority of that House, 
If they did not accept tOe present Bill a 
year might elapse before any action could bo 
taken iu the matter, whereas by this niea> 
sure ihe two judges would bo aoliog together 
The opinions of boo nicmbora were much 
diversified, some would have tho two judges, 
soma only oua ; this Bill provides for one 
Supreme Court. Tho Court of Appe.il 
might bo very good, but larger colonies than 
this had no Court of Appeal. The Execu- 
tive was in a better'position to jndge than 
they wore. 

lion Helmoken would vole ''or tbe Bmond"« 
ment because it would bring the subject 
before the notice of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment. Ho could not see why our oonrti were 
compared with those in England, becaose 
thn courts there had control over the whole 
country, whilst here tboy bad only control 
over a part. lie was not so moch in favor of 
concurrent jurisdiction as of one Supremo 
Court. There were causes, such aa those in 
Bankruptcy, in which the Bankrnpt mieht 
bavQ properly in both parts of tbe Colony. 
Tho Bill was the old Bill, and it was a little 
singular that all the people at his end of tbe 
lable were arrayed against all tbe people at 
tbe other end; ihey held themselves biJeously 
distinct. Ha believed that tbe Governor 
must have been advised by tbe members of 
tho Exeoulive ; if the reaeona which they 
posaibly bad tor bringing tho measure for- 
ward had boon given to the House, the Bill 
might have passed. Ho had askod for papera 
cooneoted with this sabjeot some time ogo, 
but they had never been produced. He 
most suppose tha Government was in posses'- 
aion of inlormation of which Ihe House knew 
nothing, aod therefore thought diflerantly 
from what they did. They were told by tho 
Chief Commissioner that Her Majesty s 
Government would' never give their asseot to 
a mieasnro passed by that Uouooil ; he was ot 
opinion that the views of that Council would 
have nioro efifeot than those expressed by tbe 
Executive Coaocil ; it was a false position 
which bo (the Chief Commissioner) assnmed 
when be said that a Council formed by their 
own Govornmont wonId not be listened to. 
Jiu..AtcU0f tyM^overnment bad acted in (be 
way ibisy bad ddheliiefilffWttieymsre ignor' 
ant ol the ciroamstaDoesi In the Bill which 
tha hon merabara proposed to bring forward 
bo trusied they would insert no suspending 
clause ; bo did cot desire that either of tre 
Judges should be su^peudcd. Circumstances 
bad taken place which exonerated him from 
any feeling to favof of either of tbem and if 
either of tbiem did hot like to work under tbe 
new Bill ahoht to be proposed, he could re* 
ceive bis pay without doing anything. 
Bather than pass Ihe Bill borore them bo 
would let tho existing slate of things go on 
as tbey were, for he felt auro if the Judges 
continued to act aa thoy were doing, the 
Home Goveroment would aoon dispense with 
their services; and' the Colony would s^va 
thoir pensions, and he trusted that wb'at'nad 
passed in thai Council would cause them to 
act better for the future. - Tha personal feel- 
ings of judges must not be allowed to inter., 
fere ^ith public buainesa. 

Hon Creaao — The course proposed was not 
ono that was likely lo act properly, and be 
failed to see' bow the/ wbn|d'oarry oiit obn- 
current juilidtctlon ; as tbe' Oo'nrts weie at 
present consliiuted, it would only exaggerate 
evila and bring thom in conflict. Feelings 
ahould uot bo allowed to run away with 
reason. lie did not expect to change a 
single vote, but bo coald not conceive bow 
boa mombera had fallen into a deoisioo with- 
out forming an idea as to how the object 
waa lo be carried out. He considered we 
had full power. The Judges know well that 
if that Bill was passed Ihe rafosal to act 
under it would bo equivalent to rcsigoation ; 
ihoy would never place themselves in an- 
tugonism with tho Govornmont and wouM 
bo more eQectivo than the measure proposed 
by boa mombera. He would aek hon 
mbers to vote for the Bill before the 
House. No 000 felt the difGcultiea of the 
presont stato of things more keenly than him- 
self, but he really and sincerely felt that the 
present meaeuro was the speediest way of 
accomplishing what was required, He did 
all honor to the votes wbiob ha was sure 
would be oast Jn aooordanoe with convictions, 
but ho asked ' tbem to consider whether it 
waa not better to secure tbeir object by this 
mode than to allow themselves to bo carried 
away by tbeir feelings. He lolt anxious 
about the veto because it would peril the 
measure and prolong the troubles which we 
labor under. Tho Government could only 
act in ono way at preaent ; baa the Govera- 
nieul not accedod to all that the House 
desired 1 Has tbe Government not done 
everytb'ng possible in tbe case f He had 
given o]tpreaaioo to every sentiment be bad 
exprasar'^ whon tho Bill was previously bo- 
fotB tho ilou o. 

Hon Davio diil not voto from tho effeots of 
any outside infliioacc. Ho had tho advantage 
of learning tbe evil cousetieucea of the existing 
stats of things iu bis own family, besides 
what be bad ascertained from others in a po-- 
sition to know. Ho did not think '.hat any 
moosuro not creating a Court of Appeal would 
b eaiiefnctory to the people of this Oolony. 

Hon Drake— If tho hon Attorney General had 
alfurdod tho House tho saiisfuotion of knowing 
tlio reason which he doubtless possossed for 
pi.-ossing this bill on tho Council, it would 
havo had due weight ; but be conid not ex- 
pect them to act on bis mere diotum, Tbey 
had no papera — not an atom of ovideuoe before 
thorn, and thoy could only act on thoir infor- 
mation- The hon Attorney General had told 
thom tb^t passing that bill would be tbe 
spoodiest iray to attain (hair ends ; bat he did 
not loll tbem on what foundatloa that asscr* 
tion was made— and be thought there could 
havo boon no harm in conveying Iho Informa. 
lion to tbo House. Ho wag under tho impress 
aion that Hnr Majesty's Government bad not 
boon Informed of the true atato of the case, or 
the dispatcb would never have been written. 
We should. Ilka the Oonrts in England, have 
,«g|;urrsnt jqrifdiotton, 1|;be Attoraa^ Qtn«

eral had adduced no arguments of sufHi 
dent weight ; and It was impossible to carry 
tho vates of this House undor snob circum- 
stances, lie would willingly take the present 
bill, if by that means be could secure oononr- 
ront jurisdiction; put the bill simply continued 
the present position of afTairai Tbe tioQ Jfr AI> 
aton bad said that the Judges, would. pay more 
respect to this bil|,tba,U ,0OS .O,0t. WUt.from 
homo; be conceived tbat to bea'slnr on tho 
House. They were informed that the Gov- 
ernor bad been informed of all tbe arguments 
made use of by hon members ; in the absence 
of all Inforniatiou or corrcspondonco on tho 
subject, bo could not believe tbe matter bad 
boon properly laid before tho Home Govern- 
ment, and be thought, in adopting the resolu- 
tions, an Ordinance would be sent out more in 
conformity with tho desires of tha Ooloniats. 

Hon Helmcken remembered tbat when the 
Cocstitutlon of tha Courts bad been prepared, 
it was laid before tbe Council at the time, 
hence could not be an Imperial Act; 

Hon Pemberton said tbe diffareooes were so 
small between tbe two parties that he thoaght 
alterations migbt.be made ia Committee that 
would enable tbem' to' agree upon a measnra 
that would suit all parties. , 

Hon Tpung bad not. Intended to make any 
remarks on tbe subject ; but he thought they 
had overlooked the passage in his Excellency's 
opening speecb, in which lie points out that, 
until one of the Judges could be provided far, 
ih« present state of thiuRg must continue. He 
conceireJ it to bo calirely tbeir own fault that 
no ameliorntion had taken place; as, if they 
had acted on the advice tendered them last 
session, n bill might havo boon passed, and 
thoj would now have beea possessed of all 
thoy desired. 

On a division, the amendment was carried 
— nyos, 10, noes, 0. 

Hon Trutch said tbe President has two 
votes, and he would recommend bim to avail 
himself of that privilege.
